friend meets friend, is as old as the 

hills. Like most other things that last, 
it came to us from the East originally. I do 
not know how ancient Britons saluted, but 
probably they rubbed noses, like the Indo- 
Chinese and the Eskimo, or indulged in a 
bear's hug,” as did other primitive people. 

The salute was, and is, a stately and 
impressive action in the East. In those far- 
off days of Old Testament time, we read of 
Esau “falling on Jacob’s neck and kissin 
hom in salute,’ and of others who “ howe 
themselves to the ground seven times.’ 

In Syria the spoken salutation is a word, 
“ Peace," and the answer: “And to you, 
Peace”; but the practical Roman’s prey 
was merely “ Salutatis,” or “ wishing health 

Bowing the head originally meant an act 
of submission to a superior, and in Greece to 
kiss the hand or robe of another in salutation 
meant the same thing—an inferior “ag ys 
someone in authority; now to bow the hea 
has become the universal salute between 
friends and acquaintances in civilised lands. 
Unfortunately, the bow has lost meaning and 
dignity, and we see men of all classes recog- 
nising each other with a curt sideways jerk 
of the head, and gentlemen lifting their hats 
to ladies carefully an inch or two from their 
heads (the soft felt hats of the day are so 
easily put out of shape), and as carefully 
replacing them, withead Í elay. 

tween women, the modern salutation 
varies from the friendly graceful bow to the 
stiff, supercilious one of the snob. There is 
also the nod for the “ poor relation,” and one 
type of bow for the “county, and another for 
the nouveaux riches. 

As for the modern spoken salutation, 
“How d’ y’ do,” said simultaneously by 
each person, neither expecting an answer—it 
is merely inane, Our beautiful farewell, 
“Goodbye,” said many times daily by us, has 
lost its meaning; how often do we realise 
that we are saying, ** God be with you!

We may have gained much i these days 
of efficiency and common-sense, but we have

In India one can still find the salute a 
picturesque and striking action. I remember 
a Khitmatghar (table servant), who was a 
Mahommedan. His salute, when he said 
‘* Salaam, Mem-Sahib,’’ made me feel as if 
it were a case of noblesses oblige with him! 

He was old, over six feet in height, handsome, 
erect, and stately, with the fine feattres and 
splendid carriage one often sees in the sg vn 
of India. When saluting, he extended 
arms, then clad the tips of his fingers to 
his forehead, and bowed low, slowly, and with 
ceremony. He was, however, an exception, 
and the most courtly and dignified man I 
have ever seen, East or West! 

I think that one of the finest salutes of 
the past was that of the Roman Gladiatcrs— 
“Those about to die salute thee, O Cesar.” 
Those men stood up bravely, with those words 
on their lips. . There was grandeur in their 
dying salutation. We are too humane and 
sensible to allow men in this age “to be 
ft :tchered to make a Roman holiday,” but 
we hrve lost some of the noble and 'stoical 
atéributes that those who were sacrificed 
possessed. 

The finest salute en masse is that of heavy 
artillery and cavalry troops in a big review. 
The salute first, in’ silence, and then the 
gallop past, with the thunder and rumbling 
of the gun-carriage, the jangle of the horse 
equipment, and the thud of thousamds of 
horses’ hooves. It is magnificent!

LORD ‘LONDONDERRY’S 
RUT DING SCHFMF.. 
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HOUSES TO COST £375 EACH. 


Lord Londonderry, believing that some of 
his workmen may desire to own their own 
houses, is giving effect to a building scheme 
with this ultimate obj-ct, at his Durham 
collieries.. He has arranged to build houses, 
of which he will sell one house only to any 
one official or workman in his employ who 
wishes to purchase. The purchaser pays 4 
deposit of £5 on account of the price, and will 
get the benefit of the Government subsidy, 
which is caltulated at about £75 per house. 

The cost of the house, less the deposit, and 
after giving credit for the Government sub- 
sidy, will be payable by weekly instalments 
of 10s., which will pay for both principal and 
interest in a period of fourteen years, the 
principal bearing interest at 5 per cent. per 
annum. The purchaser may anticipate the 
weekly instalments if he wishes to expedite 
his complete ownership of the house. 

The houses will probably be of the three- 
roomed type, with stullery and bath-room, 
and it is estimated that they will cost about 


£300 each, after deducting the subsidy. The = 


purchaser will bé entitled to the possession 
of the house on its completion, and the bal. 
ance unpaid will remain on mortgage at 3 
per cent., the money being advanced by Lord 
Londonderry. 

Most of the men who are expected to be- 
come purchasers of these houses are miners 
receiving a rent allowance of 5s. per week, 
and they will thus be able to buy them for an 
additional 5s. per week. 

As an experiment, Lord Londonderry offers 
to build twenty houses at Dawdon and twentv 
at Seaham, and it is understood that he will 
extend the scheme if the demand arises.

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NEW ROOFING,

The necessity for economy in building works 
is likely to assist in the extension of the use of 
pantiles made of asbestos in place of slates 
and ordinary tiles. Experience has proved 
the utility as well as beauty of these pantiles, 
and they are becoming more and more popular 
with builders and architects. They are avail- 
able in a variety of colours, which, when used 
in housing schemes, makes for brigter sur- 
roundings. The surface of the pantiles. varies 
from smooth to rough, and may therefore be 
laid over the roof according to taste. The 
chief artistic value of this tile is the bold 
roll which casts a shadow, thereby giving a 
light-and-shade effect to the roof. An im- 
portant practical value is that the roofing 
weighs only about two or three-quarter hun- 
dredweight per square, as compared with 
eight or nine hundredweight for ordinary 
clay tiling or slate roofing, with the result that 
the substructure of the roof can be reduced 
by one-half, and, in addition, the cost of this 
tiling is also about twenty-five per cent. 
less than the cost of clay pantiling. The new 
roofing tones to the weather. Asbestos cement 
tiles of varied colours were supplied by Bell’s 
Poilite and Everite Co., Ltd., Eden quay, 
for the roofing of 198 houses erected by the 
Dublin Corporation on the Fairbrothers’ Fields 
area.

HIGH COST.OF IRISH 
BUILDING.

The high cost of building in Ireland, parti- 
cularly as it, affected the houses of the 
workers, was commented upon at the opening 
of Dail Eireann by Mr. C. O'Mahony, who 
said that until a spirit of friendly co-opera- 
tion existed between builders and workers no 
scheme of national housing was possible in 
this country, as the cost of building was pro- 
hibitive. It had been suggested that the cost 
of building was due to the extravagant profits 
of employers. The answer to that was where 
the workers themselves built the cost had 
been as great. The output of the Irish 
worker was not as substantial as that of the 
English worker. The house that cost £750 in 
Ireland was erected at less than half that 
amount in England. The English worker, in 
co-operation with his leaders, came into con- 
ference with the employer, and all agreed that 
the time had come when the economic condi- 
tions forced a reduction of wages, or else they 
would have no wages or no work at all. 
_Mr. O'Mahony gave an instance in Cork 
city where a firm wanted to get their pre- 
mises fitted up, but a Cork tender was 35 per 
cent. higher than that of an English firm. The 
Irish contractor, on account of high wages, 
expressed inability to accept 10 per cent. more 
than the English price, so the work had to 
go to England. He suggested a committee 
which, before anyone, employer or labour 
leader, committed an industry to chaos, would 
make it compulsory on both sides to come into 
consultation.

It is the only road material which 
will absorb and distribute the weight of the 
traffic carried. The rubber pavement in 
Princes street, Edinburgh, was down for over 
twenty years, and each year it must haye 
been walked upon by many millions of people, 
yet it was found to have lost only a fraction of 
an inch in thickness during that period. 

Rubber as a flooring for interiors has been 
known and used for many years, and has 
abundantly justified the claim that it is abso- 
lutely the best and most economical flooring in 
existence During recent years a great deve- 
lopment has taken place, and in public build- 
ings as well as in many private houses rubber 
has supplanted marble, mosaic, parquet, ear- 
pet, linoleum and other floor coverings. The 
different + of rubber floorings may. be 
roughly ified into four. Interloeking 
tiling, as its name implies, consista of separate 
tiles which interlock, each one being kept in 
position by the others. The second form is 
solid tiles, not interlocking, but owing to 
difficulties connected with laying is not found 
to be quite so satisfactory, A third type 
is What is known as inlaid tiling. The tiling 
cqnaists of two seperate qualities of rubber 
which are put together before vulcanisation, 
and which after they have been in the 
hydraulic press cannot be separated from each 
other. The bottom layer is made of a grey, 
resilient quality, while the top half is harder, 
so as to withstand wear, Other advantages are 
that it is noiseless, non-slipping and beauti- 
fully soft to walk upon, it cannot possibly 
harbour dust or dirt, all helping to render it 
the perfect flooring.

Southern Hailway, is one of two contracts 
placed recently for the electrical equipment 
of certain rolling stock of the South-Eastern 
and Chatham section of the railway. 

The order placed with the Metropolitan- 
Vickers Company is for traction-control, 
heating, and lighting equipment for 490 pas- 
senger carriages, ana for 251 motor-dfiven air 
compressors. 

The second contract has been secured by 
the English Electric Company, Kingsway, 
London, W.C., and is for the supply of 6 
railway motors, each of 300 h.p. e two 
orders together are worth about ,000, 
which sum is fairly equally divided hetween 
the two companies. ‘These are said to be 
the largest contracts for multiple unit eguip- 
ments for the electrification of ‘main railway 
lines which have ever been placed. The work 
will Be started immediately and will probably 
not be completed for about eighteen months. 

At the same time progress will be made in 
laying the conductor rails: Work for this 
purpose has already been begun, and a few 
miles of conductor rail have been laid on the 
Bexley Heath line. By the date et which 
delivery will bé made of the equipment. pro- 
vided for in the contracts, it is hoped that the 
electrification of the surburban services within 
a radius of fifteen miles from Charing Cross 
will be complete. The orders just placed ‘will 
then provide for the equipment of those ser- 
vices. 

The whole undertaking will cost about 
£5,500,000, and is the biggest of the railway 
electrification schemes which have so far been 
sanctioned. It will enable a faster and more 
frequent service of trains to be run on all ‘he 
suburban lines of the South-Eastern and 
Chatham section. It is expected that speed 
and frequency will be raised by 30 per cent. 
The company failed to secure powers for the 
erection of its own electricity-generating 
station and arrangements have been made for 
the supply of current from the station of the 
a aa Electric Supply Corporation at Dept- 
ord. | 

The undertaking has been approved by the 
Treasury as one to which the provisions of the 
Trade Facilities Act may be applied, and a 
guarantee covering the estimated ‘cost has 
been given. It is not expected that the esti- 
‘mate of £5,500,000 will be exceeded.

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A GROWING DEMAND. 


Throughout the Irish Free State, and also 
in Northern Ireland there is keen interest 
at present in the subject cr, and a growing 
demand for, the production of electric power 
from water. There are no fewer than four 
bodies which have plans for harnessing the 
River Liffey, along the course of which 
experiments at present are being conducted 
by engineering experts. In the North there 
is an extensive scheme for similar works on 
the River Bann. 

In these circuinstances it is worth while 
noting that hydro-electric stations have been 
established in connection with the Mum- 
cipalities of Worcester and Chester, and a 
further: installation has been made by York 
Corporation, whose new hydro-electric station 
was recently opened. | 

The hydro-electric power station, erected to 
supplement the electricity supply of the city 
of York by utilising the power of the River 
Ouse, and incidentally to supply villages 
lying on the route of the underground trans 
| mission cables, is on an island at Linton 
Lock, about 114 miles above York. 

The power-house, a structure of reinforced 
concrete, and not of brickwork; as was origin- 
ally intended, is carried on 110 ferro-concrete 
piles, which were taken down 60ft. or 7Oft. 
below the normal ground level. The site proved 
to consist of very soft silt below water level, 
and for getting the foundations down to the 
required depth cofferdams, of both timber 
and steel, had to be ¢onstructed and much 
4 pumping done. 

The foundations of the walls of the head 
and tail races also involved some difficulty on 
account of the running silt, and ultimately 
they were made of reinforced concrete. Pre- 
cautionary measures had to be taken to prevent 
| the possibility of water from the head race 
finding its way below the power-house through 
the soft silt. 

On its way to the power-house from the 
forebay the water passes through strainer 
racks and the main sluice gates fo the ver- 
tical turbines, of which there are three—two 
large ones of 430 h.p. each, running at 60 
r.p.m. and driving a 540kw. generator, and 
one small one of 350 h.p. running at 75 r.p.m., 
and driving a 210kw. generator. 

The water passes to the gate apparatus of 
the turbines.inside the power-house through 
concrete spirals, which allow of a higher 
water velocity, and effect a gain im efficiency 
as well as a saving of space, as compared 
with ordinary pits.

“Jeaders of the Social Democrats, there- 
fore, are on the horns of a dilemma. 
There .is little doubt now that, if Dr. 
Stresemann throws them a sop in the 
shape of a concession regarding the eight- 
hour day, they will agree to give .him 
grudging support when the Reichstag 
meets. Nevertheless, the situation is not 
without grave dangers. The revival of open 
Monarchism in Bavaria has given a strong 
stimulus to the forces of reaction in 
Prussia, and, indeed, throughout Germany, 
and although the rising at Kistrin seems 
to have been a failure, the enemies of the 
Republic still are very strong and active 
round Berlin. The Allies. have a vital 
interest in the speedy resolution of Ger- 
many s crisis, Dr. Stresemann’s inability 
to secure a majority in the Reichstag 
almost certainly would result in the 
cession of Bavaria, if not also of Saxony, 
from the Reich, and in the establishr-ont 
of a comic opera Republic in the Rhine. 
Reparations in that event would go by the 
board once and for all, and Germany s 
whole system of finance, industry and 
transport would be torn: into irre 
parable shreds. The matter, however, 
is out of the Allies’ hands, Germany 
by a strong effort of will can save herself 
from final disintegration, but the Allies 
are powerless to help her. Every friend 
of Europe's weliare will rejoice if Dr. 
Stresemann emerges successfully from his 
present ordeal, because for the moment 
he is the guardian of interests which 
extend far beyond the frontiers of the

Broadcasting in lIrelana. 


Answering a question in’ Dai LHireann 
yesterday, the Postmaste:-General said 
that negotiations for the establishment of 
a wireless broadcasting station in the 
Free State were in progress. The com- 
plications: that have involved this novel 
form of human entertainment and instruc- 
tion, as developed by our neighbours, 
may yet become our own, and the 
potential ‘listener in” will do well to 
consider them. In the first arrange- 
ment made between the British Broad- 
casting Company and the Government ‘the 
company was given a monopoly of the 
sale of broadcasting apparatus, and out of 
the proceeds it paid a substantial royalty 
to the Post Office. Soon, however, the 
discovery was made that enthusiastic 
amateurs could make their own “ listen- 
ing in’’ apparatus and pay the Post Office 
ten shillings for an “ experimental 
licence’’ or omit to pay anybody at all. 
I: these circumstances the Government 
appointed a committee to investigate the 
whole matter and to make suggestions. Its 
recommendations have lost most of their 
interest to the British public because the 
Post. Office already has made a fresh 
agreement with the British Broadcasting 
Company; but to potential Free State 
broadcasters they are important. The 
committee recommends that a Broadcast- 
ing Board be set up to advise the 
Postmaster-General; that broadcasting 
licencees shall work under a Govern- 
ment licence; that there shall be no 
monopoly and no enforced purchase of 
instruments from broadcasting com- 
panies; that the necessary revenue shall 
be derived from a single “listening in” 
licence costing ten shillings, and that this 
cost. shall decrease as the number of 
licerices increases. The protection of 
British-made receiving sets is not recom- 
mended. The committee wisely urges that 
the Government shall not attempt to make 
any profit out oí. the control of broad- 
casting. 


Battleships.

acquire certain London interests of the Hulton 
firm, including the Evening Standard. 

It was further rumoured that an issue of 
capital to the public was probable as the 
result of Lord Rothermere’s new undertaking. 
Not long ago Lord Rothermere’s papers an- 
nounced that they were going to lish an 
evening and a Sunday paper in Manchester. 
A few days later they said the Daily Express 
was arranging for an evening paper in London.

The uncertainty of the position in 
Germany is reflected in the London in. 
surance market, where a considerable 
amount of business has been dong in 
covering risks of damage caused hy civil 
commotion, strikes and riots. Most of the 
policies issued are for property in British 
or American ownership, and hardly any 
business has been done on German-owned 
property or goods. The usual rates 
yesterday and to-day were five shillings 
per .cent, for one .month and fifteen 
shillings per cent. for three months for 
property and goods situated in the Ham.

The ex-Premier’s question, “ Is 
It Peace? ” as the title of his recent book 
only provokes them to retort, “ Had 


Zimri peace who slew his master? ”’ 


The National Liberals. 


The present weakness of the Nationa’ 
Liberals in the House of Commons is 
illustrated by the fact that they have not 
yet been able to find a seat for Mr. 
Churchill, who, next to their chief, is in- 
comparably the strongest driving force 
they possess. It is increased by Mr. 
Churchill's insistence that he must have 
an urban and not a rural constituency. 
In the circumstances, he will probably 
have to wait until the, next general 
election for a chance to re-enter the 
House of Commons, and even then, unless 
Liberal re-union has become an accom- 
plished fact in the meantime, he may find 
it very difficult. 


The Government's Programme. 


Complaint is made that, althoug 
Ministers have arranged a big oratoria. 
be agree for the next few weeks, very 
ittle attention is being paid to London. 
The Prime Minister is to speak at Ply- 
mouth, Swansea, Manchester and Glasgow, 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer is 
visiting Wales, Yorkshire and Lanca- 
shire ; but so far the only member of the 
Cabinet announced to speak in the 
neighbourhood of the metropolis is Sir 
Montague Barlow, the Minister of Labour, 
who has an engagement at Leyton. It is 
suggested that London ‘Conservatives 
should take the Albert and Queen’s Halls 
and get the leader of their party to 
address them there. Conservatism in 
London is a sturdy plant; but, in view 
of the efforts of the Labour Party to 
capture metropolitan seats, it must not be 
neglected if it is to continue to hold its 
own. 


A New Bishop. 


The appointment of Dr. W. H. Frere 
to be Bishop of Truro carries me hack to 
the days, nearly fifty years ago, when he 
and I sat together in the choir of a famous 
school. He was a handsome boy, with 4 
singularly beautiful treble voice, and even 
then possessed an unusual knowledge ol 
music which he has since developed to the 
benefit of the Church. He is, of course, 
a High Churchman, deeply read in early 
ecclesiastical literature; but he has little 
in common with the extreme section of the 
Anglo-Catholics, who seem ready to adopt 
any innovation approved in Rome, even 
though it may have no historica! warrant 
in the practice of the Church of England.

Far. some time past, owing to the strike of 
dockirs, ‘which has paralysed the shipping 
trade of the Free State, there has been serious 
congestion at the cattle lairages in Belfast. 
Cattle have been sent to the Northern port’ 
for shipment from all parts of Ireland, and, 
in ¢onsequence of the long distances that 
they have had to travel in closely-packed 
trucks, and the lack of accommodation for 
them at Belfast, many of them have suffered 
severely. ! 

With the closing of the ports of Heysham, 
Fleetwood, .Manchester, and Preston to Irish 
cattle, in consequence of an outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease in Cheshire, the situation 
became worse, and on the 2nd inst. the Ulster 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals ‘reported that. many -cattle were in 
such a weak condition that they either died 
befare shipment, or had to be hai tered on 
board ship. 

Yesterday and on Monday the shipping 
companies made special efforts. to deal with 
the situation. Thousands of animals were 
shipped, and arrangements were made to place 


private vards. The railway companies also 
took steps to restrict the cattle traffic to Bel- 
fast until such-time as normal conditions pre- 
vail.

RHODESIA. 


In Rhodesia important constitutional

week. Northern Rhodesia would come under 
the administration of the British Government 
in March next year, when the administrative 
side oí the British South Africa ‘Company's 
work in Rhodesia would come to an end. 

The new constitution in Ceylon had worked 
successfully for three years. tea and 
copra trades were flourishing, and there had 
been a substantial improvement in the posi- 
tion of the rubber industry. The economic 
depression in Malaya, especially in the two 
main exports of tin and rubber, seemed to 

passing. 

At Hong Kong a large scheme was under 
contemplation. for an extensive reclamation 
designed to increase the facilities of the port. 

There was an expectation of important 
new developments in trade and shipping com- 
munications between Canada and Fiji which 
could not but be of mutual benefit to both. 

In the Falkland Islands the Empire pos- 
sessed a whaling field which in recent years 
had been more productive than all the rest of 
the world combined. The late Captain 
Scott’s Antarctic ship, the Discovery, had 
been purchased on behalf of the Government 
of the Falkland Islands for employment mainly 
in research into whaling, with the object .of 
devising a system of control of the industry 
which would prevent the practica) extermina- 
tion which had taken place in other whaling 
areas. 

THE MIDDLE EAST. 

Regarding the Middle East, the Duke of 
Devonshire said that the policy of reducing 
expenditure in Irak and Palestine had been 
steadily pursued.

SHOULD BATTLESHIPS “BE 
ABOLISHED? . i. 


TWO ADMIRALS DIFFER. 


An interesting discussion took place be- 
tween two Admirals, on the value of battle- 
ships 
tion in London yesterday afternoon. 

Admiral of the Fleet © Sir. F.. Doveton 
Sturdee, lecturing on the importance of battle- 
ships and cruisers, said that the war had 
shed much light on the subject. The battle- 
ship had a great record. It had enabled the 
Empire to be formed, defended it, and main- 
tained this country free from invasion. It 
had proved itself the most powerful weapon of 
war afloat, and the most reliable. With all 
these great services to its credit, let all 
atm Britons beware before they abolished 

attleships. During the. war the submarine 
never prevented the Grand Fleet or any 

uadrons from proceeding to sea. 

Admiral Sir Percy Scott, invited to open 
the discussion, said that he did not want to 
ask the lecturer a question which he would 
be unable to answer. 

Pressed. by Admiral Sturdee, Sir Percy put 
the question—‘‘ What are you going to do 
with your battleships if we go to war with 
France?” 

Admiral Sturdee replied that France was a 
close ally, and he did not think it would be 
wise to discuss the matter. 

Sir Percy Scott—That is why 1 did not ask 
you the question, but you would have it. 

THE SUBMARINES. 

Sir Percy went on to ask why romans A 
in the Mediterranean ran away from su 
marines. 

Admiral ‘Sturdee—Battleships were kept 
practically stationary off an enemy coast 
where there were submarines. No one with 
amy military sense would have done it; but 
that is not to de the battleship, but the 
men who ordered them there. " 

In reply to a further question—why a 
battleship steaming up-channel was sent to 
the bottom by a submarine—the lecturer said 
that if the questioner inquired closely he 
would find that insufficient precautions were 
taken remarking that he knew that A-imiral 
Scott compared the Admiralty to a silly 
mother who sent her children into the street 
when motor cars were dashing about, and 


said ‘that the Admiralty~ sent their battle- ; Cotton 


ships to-cruise near submarine bases without 
their nurses. 

Admiral Sturdee then asked Sir Percy Scott 
whether he was prepared not to build battle- 
ships when foreign Powers were building 
them. 

Sir Percy said—Yes; but I will build some. 
thing instead of them. 

Asked what, he replied—I will only tell the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and 
I don’t think they are likely to ask me.

“ PIFFLING RULES AND 
REGULATIONS.” 

The Liverpool inquiry, following the repre- 
sentations to the British Ministry of Health 
by the Liverpool Medical Service Sub-Com- 
mittee that Dr. R. R. Rentoul should be re- 
moved from the list of panel doctors, was con- 
cluded yesterday, and a report will be sub- 


mitted to the Ministry in due course. 


The point was raised as to whether it was 
the duty of_the insured patient to inform the 
doctor or the duty of the doctor to ask the 
patient. It was said that the medica] profes- 
sion would welcome a decision on the point. 

With reference to the letters read the pre- 
vious day, Dr. Rentoul a regret, and 
said that. he had no idea they would be made 
public. 

For the Insurance Committee, Mr. Cros- 
thwaite said that there was no suggestion 
against Dr. Rentoul’s skill as a doctor. In 
themselves the cases were small, but they 
had their cumulative effect, and there 
did not ‘seem to be any chance 
of the doctor’s really understanding the terms 
of his ‘service. 

The President suggested that some of the 
letters might be treated as humorous. 

Dr. Rentou! said that his panel list had 
never exceeded 39—mostly maids of his ordi- 
nary patients, and his total benefits in five 
years were £29. He had never willingly cr 
consciously done anything to bring the medi- 
cal service of the district into disrepute. The 
patients in: question never informed him that 
they were insured until after service had been 
given, and in one case special treatment 
"seg He ‘personally raised the issue in 
these cases im correspondence with the Insur- 
ance Committee. He did not’ demand pay- 
ment,of any of the patients. He submitted 
that it was the patient’s duty to inform the 
doctor if he was insured, and not the doctor’s 
duty to inquire. He had not the time to 
attend to all the piffling rules and regulations 
of the ‘Act.
